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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District 
Council,, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  73rd 
report  on  the  public  health  of  the  district,  drawn  up  in  accordance 
with  Circular  1/7 2 of  the  Welsh  0fficeo  The  report  contains  an 
account  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Health  Department  with  information 
on  vital  statistics,  services  under  the  1)  Public  Health  Acts 
2)  National  Health  Service  Acts  1946-£8  3)  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 
4)  Factories  Act  1961  and  other  information  considered  relevant  to 
the  health  and  welfare  of  the  community0 

The  population  returned  by  the  1971  Census  was  19,520,  showing 
a decrease  of  6 00  on  the  estimated  population  for  1970  and  a decrease 
of  1,460  in  the  previous  census  return  in  196l0  During  the  ten  year 
period  1961=1970  the  national  increase  in  population,  i0e0  excess  births 
over  deaths,  was  greater  them  in  the  previous  decade  1951“1960o 
Nevertheless  the  nett  loss  of  population  by  emigration  was  greater,  if 
only  by  a mere  153  (see  Appendix  I)Q  It  is  difficult  to  assess  with 
certainty  the  trend  in  population  movement  but  influx  of  factories, 
improvements  in  housing  and  in  the  general  environment  are  factors  which 
can  only  produce  stabilisation  if  not  immigration  in  the  area0 

The  death  rate  at  14C4  per  1000  population  is  the  lowest  since 
1967*  The  number  of  males  who  died  before  retirement  age  was  53(39°690 
and  the  number  of  females  dying  before  age  65  years  was  27(27«>9$)  ° 

In  the  corresponding  age  groups  in  1970  there  were  71  male  deaths 
(40o6#)  and  36  female  deaths  (27°7#)o  During  both  years  and  at  every 
age  group  except  75  years  and  over,  male  deaths  exceeded  female 0 

The  number  of  persons  over  retirement  age  increases  year  by  year 
with  a resultant  rising  proportion  of  dependent  elderly  in  the 
communityo  The  percentage  of  the  population  falling  into  the  category 
of  "old  age  pensioners"  is  now  15o9  compared  with  7o4%  in  19210  The 
increase  over  the  50  years  1921=1971  is  even  more  startling  if  the 
figures  for  the  two  sexes  are  considered  separately 0 In  1921,  5°3$ 

of  the  male  population  were  aged  over  65  years  compared  with  10o6%  in 
1971 o In  the  female  population  of  1921,  9° 3%  were  aged  over  60  years  and 
this  compares  with  an  astounding  21ol#  of  female  population  in  the 
'elderly*  category  in  1971o  The  estimated  population  in  age  groups  from 
0-75+  years  for  the  census  years  1921  and  1971  may  be  seen  in  the  table, 
Appendix  2o  A study  of  the  figures  in  this  table  reveales  that,  in 
1921  the  male  socio~economic  age  groups  of  15=64  years  constituted 
Gko7%  of  the  population  and  the  dependent  proportion  of  the  population, 
i0e0  those  men  over  65  years  and  those  males  under  15  years, 
constituted  35°3#«>  Surprisingly,  perhaps,  there  is  very  little 
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difference  in  the  corresponding  figures  for  1973  where  64®  8#  of  the 
male  population  "supported10  35<>2$  of  dependent  population 0 The 

picture  presented  by  the  female  is  however  very  different o In 

1921  the  proportion  of  the  female  population  aged  15-59  years  was 
63o6 % and  the  proportion  of  dependent  females  was  J>G<,k%  comparing 
favourably  with  the  male  percentages  for  the  same  year0  But9  in 
1971  the  proportion  of  dependent  females  rose  to  43® 7%  and  those 
aged  15-69  years  was  as  low  as  56<>3$9  If  we  assume  that  retirement 
age  for  *romen  is  65  years  then  figures  approximating  those  of  the 
male  population  result  with  62 0 5#  of  the  female  populace  aged 
15-64  years  and  37o59°  of  the  same  population  termed  "dependent" 0 
Would  this  be  an  arguement  for  the  extension  of  women0 s retirement 
age  to  65  years? 

A further  conclusion  from  the  esimated  population  of  the  area 
at  varying  age  groups  in  1921  and  1971  may  he  studied  in  Appendix  3° 

This  shows  the  age  pyramids  for  the  two  years o The  birth  rate  in 
1971$  compared  with  1921,  has  fallen  and  the  pyramid  has  become  a 
"column"  which  tends  to  be  top  heavy  with  the  accumulated  preponderance 
of  persons  in  the  older  age  groups 0 

The  problem  of  "dealing"  with  the  elderly  becomes  more  difficult 
year  by  year  with  a relative  insufficiency  of  community  and  hospital 
resources o Good  work  is  being  done  by  the  group  medical  practitioner 
services,  the  staffs  of  Glamorgan  County  Health  and  Social  Services 
Departments  and  the  Council  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  but,  as  the 
numbers  of  elderly  increase  those  working  in  the  field  experience 
increasing  frustration  in  trying  to  provide  the  care  and  support 
necessary0  The  Council  have  continued  during  the  year  with  their 
building  programme  of  specifically  designed  dwellings  for  aged  people ® 

The  importance  of  adequate  and  suitable  housing  for  this  aged  group 
of  the  population  cannot  be  stressed  too  urgently®  Consideration 
should  be  given  in  future  building  programmes  to  "warden-supervised" 
blocks  of  dwellings  where  a resident  warden  is  in  bell  communication 
with  each  occupant  of  the  block®  Such  housing  should  be  reserved  for 
old  people  with  disabilities  which  preclude  them  from  living  in  normal 
council  accommodation®  These  schemes  relieve  the  mounting  pressure 
on  the  "welfare  Homes"  and  permit  people  to  spend  their  twilight  years 
amongst  their  friends,  furniture  and  belongings®  As  an  extension  of 
the  warden-supervised  block  accommodation  schemes,  and  serving  those 
without  seriously  disabling  complaints,  consideration  could  be  given  to 
the  groups  of  houses,  flats  or  bungalows,  entirely  separate  and  self- 
contained  but  connected  by  a warning  bell  system  to  an  adjoining  council 
house,  where  the  tenant  is  appointed  as  warden®  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  elderly  and  infirm  tenants  of  such  properties  will  be  comforted, 
knowing  that  help  is  on  hand  in  an  emergency®  The  Council  have  already 
considered  alarm  systems  for  individual  dwellings  and  it  is?  honed  that 
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favourable  comment  on  such  systems  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  next 

annual  report 0 

Tuberculosis  was  the  disease  selected  by  the  novellist  or 
librettist  to  give  a tragic  ending  to  a romantic  story o This  is 

exampled  by  "My  Lady  of  the  Camellias"  and  Mimi  in  "La  Boheme0" 

But  these,  as  many  other  tragic  heroines  of  fiction,  were  based,  not 
on  imagination,  but  on  the  lives  of  real  people 0 Tuberculosis  was 

probably  the  disease  which  inspired  most  sympathy  because  it  attacked 
youth  and  beauty  and  people  of  great  talent o The  disease  progressed 
slowly,  with  perhaps  temporary  improvements  which  brought  false  hope 
of  happier  days,  but  the  outcome  was  tragically  certain0  Up  until 
1939  there  is  little  to  indicate  that  treatment  did  more  than  delay 
the  mortality  of  those  who  would  have  died  without  treatment « At  the 
end  of  the  nineteenth  century,  tuberculosis  in  Britain  caused  more 
deaths  than  any  other  disease,  a dreadful  total  of  60,000  people 
each  year  and  most  of  these  deaths  were  in  children  and  young  adultSo 
At  the  turn  of  the  century  in  Ogmore  and  Garw  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  94/100,000  and  many  were  aged  under  25  years 0 
In  1971  the  death  rate  was  down  to  5®  1/100,000  and  most  of  the  death® 
were  in  old  people,  particularly  old  mens, 

The  steady  but  slow  success  in  the  battle  against  tuberculosis 
in  the  early  1900® s was  due  to  many  factors,  an  increasing  understanding 
of  the.  disease,  application  of  preventive  measures  but,  most  importantly, 
increased  prosperity  of  the  population  .and  improvement  in  housing 
standardso  After  1948,  however,  there  was  abrupt  and  persistent 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  this  was  the  result 
of  a single  dramatic  new  factor  ~ the  discovery  and  widespread  use  of 
effective  anti- tubercular  drugs0  The  use  of  these  drugs,  combined 
with  traditional  methods  of  treatment  theoretically  made  the  final 
defeat  of  tuberculosis  in  Britain  possible 0 The  rate  of  decline  in 

deaths  from  pulmonary  disease  since  1948  has  been  rapido  Of  even 
greater  importance  than  the  decline  in  overall  mortality  has  been  the 
much  faster  decline  in  deaths  amongst  the  young  than  amongst  the 
elderlyo  In  the  decade  1922-19519  257  people  aged  under  25  years  were 
notified  as  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  In  Ogmore  and  Garw 
with  80  deaths  and  150  notifications  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  with 
43  deaths  in  the  same  young  age  group  (Appendices  4 & 5)®  In  these 
times  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  called  phthisis  and  Keats  gave  a classic 
description  of  the  symptoms  when  he  wrote  of 

"the  weariness,  the  fever  and  the  fret, 
where  youth  grows  pale,  and.  spectre  thin  and  dies"o 

The  fall  in  deaths  amongst  the  elderly  has  been  less  strikingo 
The  reason  is  that  fewer  and  fewer  young  people  are  developing  the  disease, 
and  those  that  do  have  been  rapidly  cured  by  the  use  of  effective  new 
drugs*  Tuberculosis  is  a disease  that,  in  the  past  usually  took  many 
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years  to  run  its  course  and  many  of  the  elderly,  who  are  now  dying, 
first  developed  the  disease  many  years  ago  before  modern  drugs  were 
available o The  advent  of  the  new  drugs  enabled  them  to  live  on  for 
a number  of  years,  even  though  they  had  already  been  severely  affected, 
and  death  finally  occurred  later  in  life„ 

A further  change  is  now  occurring „ With  fewer  young  people 

developing  the  disease  the  "supply"  of  those  affected  living  on  to 
later  life  is  diminishing,,  As  the  elderly  already  affected  die, 
they  are  not  being  replaced  by  the  same  numbers  of  others  with 
tuberculosis,  and  so  the  mortality  amongst  the  elderly  will  start 
falling  more  rapidly0  As  the  "reservoir"  of  patients  with  tuberculosis 
gets  smaller  the  chance  of  others  becoming  infected  also  diminishes,. 
Measures  to  prevent  the  disease  spreading  therefore  tend  toward 
eventual  elimination,,  In  the  case  of  tuberculosis  cure  is  itself  a 
form  of  prevention,  because,  the  existence  of  patients  with  active 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  necessary  if  new  cases  are  to  occur0 
Most  people  with  the  disease  can  now  be  cured  by  drugs  and  they  are 
no  longer  a source  of  infection,,  "Prevention  is  better  than  cure" 
is  a well  known  adage,  but,  with  tuberculosis,  it  is  equally  true  that 
cure  is  prevention,,  A combination  of  preventative  and  curative 
measures,  by  eliminating  the  reservoir  of  infection,  will  eventually 
abolish  tuberculosis  completely,. 

The  health  of  the  district  generally  was  satisfactory  with  70 
fewer  notifications  of  infectious  disease  than  in  197Q„  There  were 
six  notifications  of  food  poisoning  and  dysentry  during  the  year,,  The 
bacterial  causes  of  these  complaints  are  many  and  varied  but  contributing 
factors  are  undoubtedly  holidays  abroad  in  places  whose  hygiene  standards 
are  not  as  high  as  those  in  this  country  and  the  increasing  use  of 
pre-cooked  foods  with  inadequate  or  improperly  used  home  refrigeration 
and  reheating,,  Tribute  must  be  paid  to  Mr„  Sadler,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Mr„  Ceri  Morgan,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  their 
vigilance  over  food  hygiene  in  the  shops0  The  ever  increasing 
sophistication  of  food  preparation  and  sale  of  packaged  foods,  as  well 
as  deep  freezing  means  that  they  are  continually  called  upon  to  up-date 
their  knowledge  of  such  techniques,  if  the  health  of  the  public  is  to 
be  adequately  protected,. 

The  calls  for  pest  control  were  slightly  less  in  1971  compared  with 
1970,  although  the  number  of  treatments  for  rat  infestation  increased,, 

The  usual  articles  on  "rats"  may  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report „ 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a rodent  operator  who  works  assiduously  to 
protect  the  public  from  this  pest,  whose  continued  survival  the  public 
often  promotes  with  their  improper  discharge  of  refuse,, 
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My  gratitude  is  expressed  to  all  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  help  during  the  year  and  to  Officers  of  the  other  Departments 
in  the  authority  for  their  co~operation<>  All  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  have  played  a part  in  the  presentation  of  this 
Annual  Report  for  which  I am  grateful  but  most  especially  to 
MrSo  Linda  Luscombe,  whose  expertise  was  necessary  in  the  final 
compilation0

2)  a retired  miner  aged  6l  years  - T®B0  lungs  (Ogmore  Vale)

(2)  MEASLES , 

The  number  of  measles  notifications  in  1971  was  33  compared 
with  189  in  1970  and  190  in  1969©  Measles  vaccine  has  been  available 
to  all  susceptible  young  children  for  three  years  but  although  the 
number  of  notifications  has  fallen  this  year  full  use  is  by  no  means 
made  of  this  protection  Measles  can  no  longer  be  called  a 'killer' 
disease  but  it  can  be  very  distressing  and  may  have  serious  sequelae® 

It  is  hoped  that  health  education  will  succeed  in  making  the  public 
more  aware  of  what  good  may  come  from  that  fearsome  thing  'the  needle'® 

(3)  INFECTIVE  HEPATITIS,  COMMONLY  CALLED  JAUNDICE® 

This  disease,  although  known  for  many  centuries,  first  became 
notifiable  in  1968  and  proved  to  be  a problem  in  1969  with  133 
notifications®  1970  saw  a reduction  of  notifications  to  30  and  1971 
a further  reduction  to  4 notifications® 
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The  disease  is  caused  by  a virus „ Maximum  incidence  is 

usually  in  the  winter  months  which  suggests  that  spread  is  by 
secretions  from  the  nose  and  mouth,  although  there  is  evidence  of 
spread  by  infected  food  during  large  epidemics0  The  incubation 

period  is  anything  from  15  to  40  days,  which  make  effective  control 
difficulto  The  public  should  be  made  aware  of  the  infective  nature 
of  the  disease  and  the  need  for  strict  hygiene  throughout,, 

(4)  WHOOPING  COUGH,  - VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION, 

During  the  summer  of  1971  there  were  65  notifications  of 
whooping  cough  in  the  Ogmore  Valley,,  There  were  no  deaths  recorded,.

It  has  always  been  known  that  vaccination  against  whooping  cough 
does  not  give  complete  protection  but  it  prevents  complications  of 
the  disease  which  may  prove  serious „ 

It  is  many  years  since  whooping  cough  was  notified  in  such  numbers 
and,  although  no  conclusions  may  be  drawn  from  the  above  analysis  of 
figures,  it  may  safely  be  said  that  parents  tend  to  become  complacent 
about  the  need  of  vaccination,, 

The  aim  is  to  vaccinate  about  85$  of  the  child  population  to  give 
community  protection,,  Parents  are  constantly  reminded  that 
vaccination  and  immunisation  are  simple  and  harmless  but  it  is  difficult 
to  convince  people  of  a danger  with  which  they  are  unfamiliar,.  Parents 
nowadays  are  too  young  to  know  the  scrouges  of  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  poliomyelitis  and  have  become  apathetic „ We  continue  to 

hope  that  persistend  education  will  prevent  them  learning  the  dangers 
by  personal  experience „

CAUSES  OF  DEATH o 

Again  the  largest  single  cause  of  death  in  Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban 
District  was  coronary  heart  disease  which  accounted  for  44  male  and 
25  female  deaths 0 Of  these  17  men  and  5 women  died  before  retirement 
age<,  The  deaths  show  an  overall  drop  of  23  on  the  1970  figures,  an 
encouraging  fact  perhaps0  But  with  the  knowledge  of  the  scourge 
of  coronary  disease  nationwide  too  much  significace  cannot  be  attached 
to  these  figures  at  this  stage0 

The  causes  of  coronary  disease  are  probably  multiple  and  complex 
but  smoking,  lack  of  exercise  and  over~indulgence  in  food  and  alcoholic 
drink  are,  without  doubt,  important  contributory  factorso 


MALIGNANT  DISEASEo 


The  number  of  deaths  ascribed  to  malignant  disease  of  all  forms 
was  39,  22  males  and  17  females0  43o6$  of  these  were  in  people  of 
pre-retirement  age*  The  stomach  was  the  commonest  site  for  cancer 
in  men,  causing  7 deaths,  and  the  breast  for  women,  causing  4 deaths o

(a)  Brynmenyn  Sewage  Works  and  Farm® 

The  greater  part  of  the  eewage  of  your  area,  and  also 
that  from  those  parts  of  Gilfach  Goch  in  the  Llantrisant 
and  Llantwit  Fardre  Rural  District  and  the  Rhondda 
Borough  Council,  is  treated  at  the  Brynmenyn  Works  and 

Farmc 

(b)  Shwt  Sewage  Works 0 

The  sewage  works  at  Shwt  are  a more  modern  installation 
to  serve  the  large  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council 
in  Betws®  It  has  some  defects,  chiefly  as  a result  of 
the  low  level  of  the  site,  but  the  effluent  has  shown  a 
consistently  high  level  of  purification® 

(c)  Betws  Sewage  Works0 

This  small  works  was  built  to  serve  the  prefabricated 
bungalows  in  East  and  West  Side,  Betws0  These  sites 
have  now  been  redeveloped,  as  a result  of  which  the 
volume  of  sewage  requiring  to  be  treated  has  increased 
greatlyo  Improvements  to  the  works  are  planned  in  the 
near  future  to  meet  this  extra  demand® 

(d)  Bryngarw  Caravan  Site® 

The  sewage  from  this  site  is  treated  in  two  small 
settlement  tanks  nearby®  On  account  of  their  proximity 
to  the  site  it  is  important  that  they  are  regularly 

desludgedo 


This  hamlet  is  still  without  adequate  sewage  disposal 
facilities  despite  the  fact  that  provision  has  been  made 
in  the  estimates  for  the  work  to  be  carried  out  for  several, 
years®  The  importance  of  early  completion  of  the  work 
is  stressed  again  as  it  has  been  annually  since  1966® 

2®  Refuse  Disposal® 

Tha  main  tip  is  at  Lewistown  and  collections  are  made  twice 
weekly  in  all  parts  of  the  district®  A few  houses  and  farms,  however, 
are  not  served,  usually  because  of  their  remoteness  or  inaccessibility® 
The  Council  has  decided  on  a policy  of  issuing  such  households  with 
paper  sacks,  and  providing  a receptable  in  which  they  can.  be  left  for 
collection  at  the  nearest  point  accessible  to  the  refuse  vehicles® 
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The  Lewistown  tip  is  situated  very  near  to  two  establishments 
where  food  is  consumed  and  also  to  food  shops  and  houseso  It  is 
important  that  the  following  rules  for  tipping  as  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  are  complied  withs- 

(i)  Refuse  to  be  deposited  in  layers  not  exceeding  six 
feet  in  depthc 

(ii)  All  surfaces  exposed  to  the  air  to  be  covered  with 
nine  inches  of  eartho 

(iii)  Not  more  than  100  sqQ  yds.  to  be  uncovered  at  any  one 
time  or  for  longer  than  7 2 hours0 

(iv)  Screens  to  be  provided  to  prevent  wind  dispersalo 

To  these  may  be  added  the  importance  in  your  area  of  preventing 
sheep  from  gaining  access  to  the  sites  by  adequate  fencing. 

It  is  clear  that  the  maintenance  of  the  tips  in  this  manner 
requires  the  constant  services  of  a competent  and  conscientious 
caretaker  supplied  with  adequate  earth  moving  equipment 0 

3o  Water  Supply „ 

The  bulk  of  the  water  supply  to  your  area  comes  from  upland 
sources,  of  which  there  are  four  in  the  Garw  Valley,  three  in  the 
Ograore  and  three  in  the  Dimbatho  In  dry  weather  the  supply  is 
supplemented  when  necessary  from  the  Schwyll  source 0 In 
addition  there  are  three  smaller  scources  - Cwm~nant=y~ci  serving 
the  Pantyrawel  district,  Glynogwr  and  Hendre  I fan  Goch  serving 
Evanstown. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supply 
and  your  Council  is  represented  on  the  Board  in  conjunction  with 
representatives  of  the  other  local  authorities  in  the  a.rea0  The 
Board  samples  all  the  sources  at  least  fortnightly,  and  a 
satisfactory  bacteriological  report  is  the  rulec  Where  a report  is 
less  than  satisfactory  an  immediate  investigation  is  carried  out  to 
determine  the  cause  of  the  contamination,  and  the  sample  is  repeatedo 

Only  one  source,  Cwm-nant-y-ci,  is  considered  to  have  plumbo- 
solvent  action,  and  the  supply  is  treated  with  soda-asho  Chemical 
analysis  of  water  from  this  source  during  the  year  showed  lead  to 
be  absent.  The  laying  of  lead  pipes  is  prohibited  by  the  Board’s 

bye-laws. 

The  flouride  content  of  the  water  is  negligible,  being  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  0.04  parts  per  million.  The  Glamorgan  County 
Council,  as  the  local  health  authority  for  your  area,  has  recorded 
a resolution  in  favour  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  in  all 
parts  of  the  country,  in  order  that  the  population,  especially  the 
children,  may  enjoy  the  substantial  benefits  to  dental  health  that 
adequate  fluoridation  (lo0  part  per  million)  bringsc 
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It  is  hoped  that  fluoridation  of  the  Schwyll  source  will  be 
introduced  next  year,  but  unfortunately  the  bulk  of  the  supply 
to  your  area  coming  as  it  does  from  small  upland  sources,  will 
remain  unfloridated  in  the  foreseeable  future 0 

Sampling  of  the  water  supply  was  carried  out  on  a small  scale 
by  the  Health  Department,  with  special  attention  being  given  to 
farms  and  houses  not  connected  to  the  Board's  supply 0 Where 

unsatisfactory  results  were  obtained  the  consumers  were  informed 
and  instructed  how  to  improve  the  supply  to  prevent  or  minimise 
contamination,.  The  results  obtained  were  as  follows

(a)  Llangeinor0 

The  Llangeinor  Swimming  Baths  came  into  use  during  1968  and 
has  proved  to  be  a great  asset  not  only  to  the  Garw  Valley, 
but  to  a wide  area  of  Mid-Glamorgan0  They  are  situated  in 
exceptionally  attractive  surroundings  and  the  large  windows 
enable  these  to  be  appreciated  from  within  the  buildingo 

The  pool  itself  is  25  metres  long,  36  feet  wide  and  from 
3 feet  to  8 feet  6 inches  deep0  It  operates  on  the 
continuous  flow  method  and  the  water  is  sand  filtered  and 
chlorinated  manually  and  heated  to  a constant  temperature 
of  78°Fo  All  swimmers  enter  the  pool  bywalking  through  a 
disinfectant  foot  bathc  Regular  bacteriological  examination 
of  samples  taken  from  the  pool  gave  satisfactory  results  in 
every  case0 

There  is  in  addition  an  external  circular  paddling  pool  for 
young  children0  This  also  operates  on  the  continuous  flow 
method  and  the  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  in  the  main 
buildingo 

(b)  Ogmore  Vale0 

This  bath  was  recently  reconstructed  and  the  water  is 
adequately  filtered  and  chlorinatedo  Regular  sampling 
produced  uniformly  satisfactory  results0

Despite  the  efforts  of  the  Council's  Sheep  Trespass  Committee, 
straying  sheep  continue  to  create  problems  as  they  do  in  many  other 
valley  areas  of  South  Wales 0 These  animals  can  always  be  found 
wandering  the  valley  roads,  a hazard  to  road  users 0 They  foul 

the  footpaths,  overturn  dustbins  and  defy  the  efforts  of  the 
Council  to  keep  the  streets  and  lanes  clean0  Damage  to  gardens  by 
the  sheep  gives  rise  to  justifiable  annoyance  and  undoubtedly  deters 
many  householders  from  cultivating  their  gardens 0 

The  danger  to  animal  health  should  not  be  overlooked,  as  foot 
and  mouth  disease  could  arise  from  sheep  coming  in  contact  with 
infection  on  refuse  tipsc  The  incidents  of  hydatid  cysts  in  sheep 
sind  cattle  in  valley  areas  is  considerably  higher  than  normals 
There  is  also  danger  to  human  health,  as  man  can  also  be  affected 
with  hydatid  cystse  The  wandering  sheep  is  a significant  link  in 
the  chain  of  these  infections« 

The  social  and  economic  cost  of  straying  sheep  is  a cost  the 
community  can  ill  affords

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The  Common  Rat  of  town  and  countryside  in  the  British  Isles 
today  is  the  brown  rat  which  first  came  here  from  the  Baltic  region 
in  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century 0 It  thrives  because 

of  three  main  features0 

1)  it  has  large  litters  which  are  produced  at  very  short 
intervals 

2)  it  will  eat  anything  available 

3)  it  can  live  in  almost  any  habitat  provided  there  is  some 
cover,, 

The  brown  rat  is  called  a commensal  animal,  that  is,  it  lives 
in  close  association  with  another  species  - man,  and  derives 
considerable  benefit  from  this  association  in  the  way  of  plentiful 
food  and  shelter 0 

The  chief  reasons  for  classing  the  rat  as  a pest  are  that  it 
eats  and  spoils  food  and  that  it  carried  a variety  of  diseases 
which  may  be  serious,  even  fatal  to  man  and  to  domestic  animalSo 

Since  1945  much  research  has  been  directed  towards  rat  control,, 
The  word  control  should  be  emphasised,  for  complete  eradication 
is  probably  out  of  the  questions  with  such  a ubiquitous  pest®  One 
of  the  most  important  points  in  control  is  undoubtedly  good  hygiene, 
the  tidying  of  areas  and  removal  of  junk  heaps®  Rats  whose  habitat 
is  drastically  altered  will  be  forced  to  move  out  and  so  become  more 
vulnerable  to  predators® 

Much  of  the  time  and  money  spent  on  rat  control  is  offset 
by  the  carelessness  of  ordinary  people  who  are  unaware  of  the  dangers 
of  rats  and  who  provide  conditions  whereby  rats  can  breed®  Food 
spillage  and  untidyness  in  back  gardens  contribute  to  the  problem® 
There  is  no  evidence  to  date  that  the  rats  in  the  area  are  becoming 
resistant  to  anti-coagulant  poisons  but  this  situation  could  change® 

The  public  must  be  made  aware  of  the  seriousness  of  harbouring 
an  animal  which  many  regard  merely  as  a nuisance,  but  which,  in  fact, 
may  be  a potential  killer®

The  estimated  population  for  1921,  at  30,850,  showed  an  increase 
of  4,103  over  the  population  figure  recorded  by  the  census  of  1911o 

The  birth  rate  (30o8  per  1,000  population),  death  rate  (l0o7  per 
1,000  population)  and  infant  mortality  rate  (85oO  per  thousand  live 
births)  were  considered  very  satisfactory  compared  with  the  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole 0 

There  were  5 deaths  of  women  during,  or  as  a consequence  of, 
childbirtho 

The  number  of  stillbirths  (35)  and  deaths  in  infants  under  the 
age  of  one  year  (78)  were  quoted  as  a cause  for  serious  consideration 
and  the  need  for  an  antenatal  clinic  in  the  district  was  stressedo  The 
history  of  stillbirths,  as  in  previous  years,  presented  sorrowful 
readingo  One  woman,  on  her  10th  pregnancy,  gave  a history  of  7 
stillbirths  and  2 infant  deaths  leaving  her  with  only  one  child  after 
many  years  of  continued  childbearings, 

The  most  disturbing  report  during  the  year  was  an  epidemic  of 
bacillary  dysentry,  which  started  in  May  1921  in  the  Wyndham.  district 
of  Ogmore  ValeG  The  soup  kitchens,  which  were  opened  at  that  time  in 
consequence  of  local  conditions,  were  primarily  suspected.  However, 
the  distribution  of  the  estimated  700  cases  of  dysentry  eventually 
caused  suspicions  of  the  Fairy  Glen  water  intake 0 The  intake  was 

situated  about  200  yards  above  Fairy  Glen  and  derived  its  supply  from 
upland  surface  water.  The  water  passed  directly  into  the  main 
without  filtration  and  the  stream,  throughout  its  course,  was  liable  to 
pollution,  both  human  and  animal.  Indeed  there  was  evidence  of  human 
faecal  contamination  at  the  source  and  bacteriological  anaysis  proved 
the  water  unsatisfactory.  The  whole  of  the  Wyndham  district  and  all 
the  streets  on  the  western  side  of  Ogmore  Vale,  with  the  exception  of 
an  area  with  an  independent  water  supply  from  the  Gorwyl  spring,  were 
affected  in  the  early  weeks  of  the  epidemic.  Later  the  infection 
spread  by  human  contact  to  other  parts  of  the  valley.  The  final 
analysis  of  cases  showed  that  23$  of  the  population  in  the  western  area 
were  infected,  7®2$  of  the  eastern  area  and  only  1.4%  of  the  Gorwyl 
area  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  infected  district.  There  were  15 
deaths  during  the  epidemic,  50$  of  which  were  under  1 year  in  age.  The 
Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  was  urged  to  ensure  that  no  supply  of  water 
reached  the  consumer  in  future  unless  it  was  adequately  protected  from 
pollution.

new  houses  was  the  most  pressing  need  in  the  district o Houses,  which 

under  ordinary  circumstances  would  have  been  subject  to  closing  orders, 
remained  occupied,,  l,08l  houses  were  occupied  by  2 or  more  families 
and  429  persons  lived  in  basement  dwellings©  Up  to  the  time  of  writing 
the  report  the  local  authority  had  obtained  sanction  for  the  building  of 
116  houses  but  this  was  considered  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  area© 

The  four  main  causes  of  death  in  men  were  pneumonia  (l8),  accidents 
(16) , bronchitis  (14)  and  tuberculosis  (13) e In  women  the  four  main 
causes  were  heart  disease  (l4),  cancer  (14),  tuberculosis  (10),  and
